REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 

For  the  year  1947 

To  be  presented  to  the  Governors  at  the 
ANNUAL  MEETING,  on  THURSDAY,  6th  MAY,  1948. 


The  Committee  of  Management  present  to  the  Governors  the  207th 
Annual  Report  of  the  work  of  the  Hospital,  and  the  Treasurer’s 
Statement  of  Accounts. 

The  need  for  economy  in  the  use  of  paper  necessitates  the  present¬ 
ation  of  the  Report  in  an  abbreviated  form. 

The  207th  year  of  the  Hospital’s  existence  has  seen  some  advance  in 
increased  comforts  for  patients  and  amenities  for  the  staff. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  the  rewiring  for  light  and 
power  of  the  main  Building  ;  and  an  Electricity  Sub- Station  has  been 
installed  in  the  Basement.  The  Wards  in  the  Halford  Wing  were 
redecorated  during  the  installation  of  the  new  lighting  system,  automatic 
signals,  internal  telephones,  and  lift ;  similar  work  will  be  carried  out 
in  the  Victoria  Wing  at  an  early  date.  The  completion  of  the  Cold 
Room  in  the  Basement,  and  the  installation  of  a  new  Kitchen  Lift  have 
proved  of  great  benefit  to  the  Catering  Department. 

About  two-thirds  of  an  acre  of  land  adjoining  the  Hospital  premises 
has  been  purchased  to  provide  additional  amenities  for  the  Nursing 
Staff ;  the  Garden  and  Grounds  are  being  tidied  up  and  the  court¬ 
yard  adjacent  to  the  Victoria  Wing  will  be  re-surfaced. 

The  repainting  of  the  exterior  of  the  Hospital  will  be  carried  out  in 
the  Spring  and  Summer  of  1948. 

The  rewiring  of  the  Nurses’  Old  Home  and  provision  of  electric 
fires  in  the  Bedrooms  of  Senior  Nursing  Staff  has  been  sanctioned  ; 
repairs  and  redecoration  of  the  Nurses’  New  Home  has  been  com¬ 
menced,  and  the  complete  redecoration,  laying  of  a  new  floor,  and 
provision  of  additional  equipment  in  the  Nurses’  Dining  Room  will 
be  completed  shortly. 

The  provision  of  a  special  Theatre  for  Dental  patients  will  contribute 
materially  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Dental  Department. 

Plans  are  being  prepared  by  the  Architect  for  the  erection  in  the 
grounds  of  the  Hospital  of  a  Staff  Dining  Room  and  Canteen  which 
will  involve  alterations  to  the  present  Boiler  House  and  the  provision 
of  an  additional  Boiler. 

Redecoration  and  maintenance  repairs  have  been  continually  in 
progress  throughout  the  year. 

A  picture  by  the  late  Mr.  R.  A.  Worthington  was  presented  to  the 
Hospital  by  the  Visiting  Medical  Staff,  and  has  been  hung  in  the 
Medical  Librarv.

The  resignation  of  the  Hon.  Mrs.  Trefusis  owing  to  ill  health  was 
received  with  great  regret  in  view  of  her  long  association  with,  and 
active  interest  in,  the  Hospital  ;  the  resignation  of  the  Countess  of 
Eldon  was  also  regretfully  received. 

The  Committee  desires  to  record  its  regret  at  the  death  in  February 
1948  of  Dr.  R.  V.  Solly  who  had  been  connected  with  the  Hospital  as 
Assistant  Physician  and  Pathologist,  Consulting  Pathologist  and  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Management  since  1911.  He  was  elected  a 
Life  Governor  in  1931. 

Operations. 

Operations  performed  in  1947  totalled  3,823  compared  with  4,151  in 
the  previous  year  ;  the  reduction  in  numbers  was  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  Newcourt  and  Creswell  Wards  were  closed  for  three  months  for 
rewiring  and  redecorating. 

Patients’  Contributions. 

Payments  by  Patients,  their  Societies,  and  Local  Authorities  provide 
more  than  half  the  Hospital’s  Income.  The  Committee  has  received 
from  ex-patients  and  their  relations  numerous  letters  expressing 
gratitude  for  treatment  received  and  enclosing  donations  towards  the 
General  Funds  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Exeter  and  Western  Counties  Hospital  Aid  Society  made  a 
special  grant  of  £4,234,  thus  making  their  total  contributions  for  its 
members  equal  to  £3  10s.  Od.  per  head  per  week. 

The  work  of  the  Almoner  has  increased  considerably,  and  is  of  very 
real  benefit  to  the  patients,  and  assistance  to  the  Medical  Staff. 

President,  Vice-President  and  Treasurer. 

Alderman  Vincent  Thompson,  President  ;  Mr.  A.  L.  Candler, 
Vice-President,  and  Mr.  F.  J.  W.  A.  Wint,  Treasurer,  have  kindly 
consented  to  continue  in  Office,  at  any  rate  until  July  1948. 

Honorary  Solicitors. 

Messrs.  Anstey  &  Thompson  have  given  much  time  to  the  legal 
affairs  of  the  Hospital,  and  grateful  thanks  are  accorded  to  them  for 
their  very  valuable  services. 

Waiting  List. 

The  number  of  persons  awaiting  admission  at  the  end  of  the  year  was 
1,202,  notwithstanding  that  the  turnover  has  been  greatly  accelerated. 
This  greatly  increased  number  is  due  partly  to  the  pressure  on  Beds 
for  Emergencies  and  Accidents,  partly  to  the  temporary  closing  of 
Wards  for  installation  of  New  Lifts,  rewiring  the  Main  Building, 
and  partly  to  some  shortage  of  Nursing  Staff. 

The  Committee  is  much  concerned  in  this  matter,  and  is  constantly 
seeking  ways  and  means  to  make  more  beds  available. 

Statutes  and  Rules. 

The  Statutes  and  Rules  of  the  Hospital  are  in  course  of  revision  and 
correction,  and  will  be  presented  to  the  Governors  for  ratification. 
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Visitors  to  Patients. 

The  public  is  reminded  that  in  order  to  avoid  the  overcrowding  of 
the  Wards  and  unnecessary  disturbance  to  the  patients,  and  to  permit 
the  essential  work  of  the  Hospital  to  be  carried  on,  only  two  Visitors 
are  allowed  at  a  time  to  each  patient  for  which  purpose  white  cards  are 
issued  by  the  Ward  Sister. 

These  cards  must  be  produced  by  the  Visitor,  and  any  special  case 
of  hardship  can  be  referred  to  the  Matron  or  Secretary. 

Comfort  of  Patients. 

During  the  year  a  large  number  of  Nesbit  Evans  wheel  Beds,  Dun- 
lopillo  Mattresses,  and  feather  Pillows  have  been  purchased.  Tele¬ 
phones  have  been  installed  in  each  Ward  which  enables  relatives  of 
patients  to  speak  direct  to  the  Ward  Sister.  Individual  Bedside 
lighting  is  being  introduced  under  the  rewiring  of  the  Hospital  prog¬ 
ramme.  A  new  Wireless  receiver  was  purchased,  and  125  new 
Headphones  for  Patients  are  now  required.  The  Out-Patient  Appoint¬ 
ments  system  inaugurated  in  May  1947  has  considerably  lessened  the 
individual  waiting  of  patients. 

Medical  Staff. 

None  are  deserving  o*f  greater  thanks  than  the  Members  of  the 
Visiting  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff,  who,  notwithstanding  the  many 
and  increasing  claims  on  their  skill  and  time,  are  always  ready  and 
willing  to  meet  the  calls  the  Hospital  may  make  on  their  services. 

Dr.  F.  A.  Roper  resigned  his  position  as  Senior  Physician  on  the 
30th  September,  1947,  and  in  recognition  of  his  long  and  devoted 
service  to  the  Hospital  he  was  elected  a  Life  Governor  and  Consulting 
Physician.  He  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  C.  J.  Fuller,  Dr.  C.  Seward  was 
promoted  and  the  consequent  vacancy  for  Assistant  Physician  has  been 
filled  by  Dr.  A.  J.  Daly. 

Dr.  R.  Hadden  was  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  new  Radiotherapy 
Department. 

Joint  appointments  with  the  Torbay  Hospital,  Torquay,  in  respect 
of  Dermatology  and  Neurology  were  made  ;  Dr.  J.  R.  Simpson  was 
elected  as  Dermatologist  and  Dr.  N.  S.  Alcock  as  Neurologist. 

It  has  been  necessary  to  appoint  an  Assistant  Surgeon  to  Mr.  P.  M.  G. 
Russell  in  the  Obstetric  and  Gynaecological  Department  and  Mr.  D. 
Jefferiss  was  elected. 

Mr.  W.  E.  Milton  has  been  elected  Dental  Surgeon  to  the  Hospital  ; 
Mr.  F.  G.  Alford  and  Mr.  A.  E.  Parrott  were  appointed  Assistant 
Dental  Surgeons  to  the  Dental  Department. 

The  Committee  is  grateful  to  the  Resident  Medical  Staff  for  their 
efficient  and  valued  services. 

Administrative  Staff'. 

The  Secretary  and  the  Administrative  Staff  have  performed  much 
good  work  during  the  year,  and  to  all  concerned  the  Committee  wishes 
to  convey  its  grateful  appreciation.  Mr.  S.  S.  Cole  relinquishes  the 
office  of  Appeals  Organiser  on  the  31st  March,  1948,  but  has  agreed  to 
serve  the  Hospital  in  a  voluntary  capacity.  The  Committee  wishes 
to  pay  tribute  to  his  work  and  to  thank  him  for  his  generous  gesture. 
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Nursing  Staff. 

The  Nursing  Staff  is  still  considerably  below  strength,  but  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  applicants  for  training  is  encouraging.  Some 
additional  domestic  help  has  been  obtained  thus  relieving  the  undue 
pressure  on  the  Nurses.  During  the  year  a  Clinical  Sister  Tutor  was 
appointed  to  assist  the  Sisters  with  the  practical  instruction  in  the 
Wards  of  the  Student  Nurses  ;  her  work  has  proved  of  such  value  that 
a  second  appointment  has  been  made. 

The  results  of  the  Final  State  Examinations  were  satisfactory,  there 
were  28  entrants  of  whom  24  passed  the  whole  examination  and  four 
failed  in  part  at  first  entry.

The  Committee  records  its  sincere  thanks  to  the  Anonymous 
Donor  of  £500  given  specifically  for  improving  the  amenities  and 
comfort  of  the  Nurses’  Quarters. 

The  tenders  for  the  adaptation  of  Newcourt  House,  Rydon  Lane, 
Exeter,  as  an  Area  Preliminary  Training  School  for  Nurses  have  been 
sent  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  approval,  and  it  is  hoped  this  work 
may  be  completed  during  1948. 

The  Report  of  the  Working  Party  on  the  Recruitment  and  Training 
of  Nurses  published  under  the  auspices  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  was 
received  during  the  year  but  many  of  its  recommendations  had  long 
since  been  in  practice  at  this  Hospital,  with  others  the  Committee  was 
not  in  agreement. 

The  Committee  records  its  deep  sense  of  gratitude  to  the  Matron, 
Assistant  Matron,  Sisters  and  Nurses  for  their  high  standard  of 
unselfish  service  to  the  patients. 

Catering  Department. 

The  Staff  in  this  Department  have  risen  most  nobly  to  its  ever 
increasing  work,  combined  with  the  worry  regarding  rationed  foods, 
under  the  expert  supervision  of  Miss  A.  E.  Howard  assisted  bv  Miss 
F.  C.  Quibell. 

The  completion  of  the  new  Diet  Kitchen,  the  appointment  of  two 
Dietitians,  and  the  provision  of  electrically  heated  Food  conveyors  for 
the  Wards  have  contributed  considerably  to  the  physical  well-being 
of  the  patients. 

The  thanks  of  the  Committee  to  all  concerned  are  recorded. 

Departmental  Staffs. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  record  its  appreciation  of  the  services 
rendered  by  those  in  charge  of  the  many  and  varied  Departments  of  the 
Hospital  and  of  the  Staff  who  have  supported  them  so  loyally. 

The  work  and  responsibilities  of  the  Engineer,  Mr.  W.  A.  Bruce 
Rayner,  have  increased,  and  an  Assistant  Engineer  (Mr.  F.  J.  Davis) 
has  been  appointed. 

The  added  responsibilities  of  the  Pharmacist  due  to  the  increased 
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use  of  new  Drugs  and  methods  of  treatment  have  been  met  by  the 
appointment  of  a  Senior  Assistant  Pharmacist,  and  an  additional 
Dispenser.  New  storage  accommodation  has  also  been  provided  in  the 
Basement  of  the  Dispensary. 

Mr.  N.  R.  Matthews  was  appointed  Head  Porter  upon  the  retirement 
in  June,  1947,  of  Mr.  W.  S.  Payne.

Ladies’  Linen  League. 

The  Committee  is  grateful  to  the  Ladies  of  the  League  for  their 
admirable  work  throughout  the  year.  The  Gift  of  £430  will  materially 
help  to  defray  the  cost  of  Linen,  Blankets,  and  Sheeting. 

Alexandra  Rose  Day.

Rose  Day  Committee  through  whose  activities  £430  was  raised  for  the 
Fund.

Since  1908,  children  attending  the  Elementary  Schools  in  Exeter 
have  raised  sufficient  funds  to  endow  five  Cots  in  the  Hospital.  Warm 
tribute  is  paid  to  the  personal  efforts  of  Mr.  Fred  Austin  who  takes  a 
particular  interest  in  this  activity  on  behalf  of  the  Hospital. 

The  amount  raised  by  the  Scholars  during  1947  was  £130  10s.  4d. 

Cancer  Fund. 

The  Committee  desire  to  express  their  gratitude  to  the  Trustees  for 
contributing  so  generously  towards  the  cost  of  new  equipment  for  the 
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X-Ray  and  Radiotherapy  Departments  ;  especially  for  their  promise 
to  defray  the  initial  cost  (£3,189)  of  the  new  Maximar  “250”  Therapy 
Unit  due  for  delivery  in  March,  1948,  and  for  the  grant  of  £600  towards 
the  purchase  of  additional  Radium.

The  Committee  is  hopeful  of  continuing  certain  of  these  efforts,  and 
the  amounts  raised  will  be  devoted  to  the  proposed  Patients’  Extra 
Comforts  Fund  and  expended  in  providing  amenities  for  the  Patients, 
which  will  not  be  available  under  the  National  Health  Service. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Committee  to  issue  an  appeal  to  all  support¬ 
ers  giving  particulars  of  the  Scheme,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  response 
will  be  gratifying. 

Special  Departments. 

Pathological — After  nearly  20  years  as  senior  technician,  Mr.  W.  H. 
Valentine  has  left  the  Department.  During  this  time  he  has  witnessed 
its  growth  and  expansion  and  has  himself  played  an  important  part  in 
its  development.  He  has  been  succeeded  by  Mr.  C.  O.  Dyson. 

'  The  new  laboratory  hut  has  eased  the  congestion  in  the  main  depart¬ 
ment,  and  the  services  of  a  post-mortem  room  porter,  who  also  has  the 
care  of  the  animal  house,  has  relieved  the  histological  technician  of 
some  of  the  post-mortem  room  duties. 

With  the  ever  increasing  demands  being  made  on  its  organization 
and  personnel,  it  has  become  obvious  that  wTe  must  play  our  part  in  the 
training  of  laboratory  technicians.  The  short  time  between  leaving 
school  and  their  training  in  the  Armed  Forces  has  precluded  the 
acceptance  of  student  youths  until  they  have  finished  their  National 
Service.  The  availability  of  well  educated  girls  from  the  Maynard 
and  Bishop  Blackall  Schools  has  presented  a  solution  to  this  difficulty, 
and  as  many  as  six  (female)  student  technicians  have  been  absorbed  into 
the  Department.  They  have  adapted  themselves  well  to  the  performance 
of  their  duties  and  have  made  satisfactory  progress. 

Blood  Transfusion. — The  demands  made  on  the  blood  bank  through¬ 
out  the  year  continued  to  increase,  but  at  no  time  has  our  bi-weekly 
supply  of  blood  from  the  National  Blood  Transfusion  Service  at 
Bristol  failed,  and  our  stock  is  now  almost  entirely  derived  from  this 
Centre.  The  daily  routine  work  entailed  has  been  effectively  carried 
out  by  Mrs.  Stower  whose  services  were  engaged  last  August. 

Once  more  we  would  express  our  thanks  to  Mrs.  Wayland  Smith 
and  Mrs.  Lethbridge  for  their  services  as  and  when  required  in  the 
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maintenance  of  the  blood  bank,  and  we  cannot  envisage  a  time  when 
such  voluntary  services  will  not  be  needed  and  valuable. 

Radiological. — The  appointment  of  a  Radiotherapist,  Dr.  R.  Hadden, 
necessitated  the  division  of  the  “  X-Ray,  Radium  and  Electrical 
Department  ”  into  the  Radiotherapy  Department,  responsible  for 
X-Ray,  Radium  and  allied  forms  of  treatment,  and  the  Diagnostic 
Department,  concerned  with  investigation  by  radiological  methods. 

Radiotherapy  Department. — During  the  four  months  this  department 
has  been  in  operation  450  new  patients  have  attended  as  compared  with 
311  in  the  same  period  for  1946.  The  department  is  severely  handi¬ 
capped  for  lack  of  room,  and  plans  for  a  new  building,  wTith  20  beds  and 
Out-Patient  facilities,  offices,  etc.,  in  the  grounds  have  been  submitted 
to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  approval.  There  has  been  a  small  amount 
of  research  work  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Diagnostic  Department. — The  work  of  this  department  continues  to 
increase  as  shown  by  the  following  figures — Total  attendances  were 
12,765  compared  with  10,132  for  1946.  The  number  of  new  patients 
was  7,806  compared  with  7,557  for  the  previous  year.  Dr.  P.  Watts 
was  appointed  Assistant  Radiologist  at  the  end  of  1946.  The  accommo¬ 
dation  available  to  this  department  is  limited,  and  it  is  only  by  very 
careful  dovetailing  of  appointments  that  the  work  can  be  dealt  with  at 
all,  and  there  is  constant  overcrowding. 

Physiotherapy . — The  Department  has  been  increasingly  busy  during 
the  year  as  it  is  now  responsible  for  the  electrical  treatments  previously 
carried  out  in  the  X-Ray  Department. 

During  the  past  year  882  In-Patients  were  treated  (812  in  1946)  ; 
new  Out-Patients  totalled  1,900  (1,449  in  1946)  and  there  were  39,485 
Treatments  given  compared  with  38,211  in  the  previous  year. 

The  Future. 

The  new  Health  Service  Scheme  will  come  into  operation  on  the 
5th  July,  1948,  and  the  voluntary  system  as  we  know  it  now  will  then 
disappear.  The  Minister  of  Health  will  exercise  control  of  Hospitals 
through  the  Regional  Boards  who  will  in  turn  act  through  local  Man¬ 
agement  Committees. 

As  the  end  of  the  Voluntary  system  approaches  the  Committee 
desire  to  express  its  gratitude  for  the  support  so  loyally  and  generously 
given  by  the  people  of  this  City  and  County  to  the  Hospital.  It  is  hoped 
that  in  some  measure  this  support  may  be  forthcoming  for  the  Patients’ 
Extra  Comforts  Fund  for  which  an  appeal  will  be  launched  in  due  course. 

During  207  years  the  Royal  Devon  and  Exeter  Plospital  has,  we 
believe,  fulfilled  the  high  purpose  for  which  it  was  founded  and  has 
ministered  faithfully  and  devotedly  to  the  sick  and  suffering  ;  adopting 
from  year  to  year  and  generation  to  generation  new  methods  of  treat¬ 
ment  in  Medicine  and  Surgery,  and  acting  as  a  Provincial  centre  of 
very  real  importance  for  research  in  connection  with  the  Science  of 
1  lealing. 

The  Hospital  will  undoubtedly  play  a  most  important  part  in  the 
new  Service,  and  will  continue  to  make  its  first  consideration  the 
well-being  and  comfort  of  its  patients  and  maintain  its  high  tradition 
of  service  to  the  community.

How  will  it  affect  the  Royal  Devon  &  Exeter  Hospital  ? 


On  5th  July,  1948  all  Hospitals  will  become  the 
property  of  the  State,  and  under  the  National  Health 
Service  Act  the  Ministry  of  Health  will  assume  re¬ 
sponsibility  for  meeting  the  ordinary  expenditure  on 
maintenance  and  treatment  out  of  public  moneys. 

Ordinary  expenditure  may  not  provide  the  extra 
comforts  which  have  in  many  cases  been  available 
under  the  voluntary  system,  and  it  is  therefore  pro¬ 
posed  to  introduce  a  Patients’  Extra  Comforts  Fund 
to  provide  extra  amenities  and  other  essentials  for  the 
benefit  of  deserving  cases  in  Hospital  and  during  the 
period  of  convalescence,  which  the  State  will  not 
provide. 

The  Committee  of  the  Royal  Devon  and  Exeter 
Hospital  are  of  opinion  that  a  Fund  of  this  nature  is 
necessary,  and  this  has  been  confirmed  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  who  has  advised  the  Public,  through  the 
Press,  that  a  continuance  of  voluntary  support  will  be 
welcomed  to  supplement  State  Service.  They  there¬ 
fore  appeal  to  all  friends  of  the  Hospital  to  contribute 
to  this  Special  Fund  as  liberally  as  they  can  afford. 
All  contributions  will  be  thankfully  received  and 
acknowledged.
